Paris, Sept. 6.—-The course of the 
fighting on the western front contin- 
ues to show day after day that Mar- 
shal Foch is practicing his precept in 
the art of war, which consists of at- 
tacking with telling effect on the ene- 
my. 

As Henri Bidou points out in the 
Journal des Debats, the battle of the 
Marne is being reproduced with the 
positions reversed. Six German ar- 
mies are recoiling, closely pressed by 
seven or eight Allied armies. The Al- 
lied armies form an are of a circle 
encircling the Germans, and, just as in 
the Marne battle, the fighting rages 
on the centre and now on one or the 
other wings. Each move is made with 
such skill and decisiveness that its 
effect is felt on every part of the line. 
At present General Mangin is having 
his innings, while the British have 
been resting on their laurels for a 
brief period and preparing for a fur- 
ther blow. 

Brilliantly Successful 

The commander of the French right 
wing made a brilliant success of yes- 
terday's fighting, placing the entire 
hinge of the enemy's defenee system 
north of Soissons in Allied grasp. The 
capture of Polemray, Coucy le Cha- 
teau and Coucy-Laville, all of which 
have been cleaned out and destroyed 
by the relentless enemy, brings 
Allied troops to the foot of St. Gobain 
heights, on the retention of which the 
present German line in the west abso- 
lutely depends. The Allied forces have 
also reached the River Aisne 
Conde to Vieil-Arcy and occupy dom- 
inating positions north of the Vesle.

Cattle receipts at the Edmonton 
stockyards during the past week were 
1,651, including 157 catves. There is 
a large percentage of Northern Al- 
berta beef being shipped direct to 
local packers, while nearly all the 
stockers and breeding stock are going 
through the yards. The quality of the 
stockers offered is much better than 
those offered Jast fall at this time. The

The-sum of $1,000 
was mentioned by Magee and shortly 
afterward Jackson left the room and 
returned with $200, which he handed 
to Magee. 

Jackson then left the room again 
and Inspector Richardson, of the Cal- 
gary police, and Lieut, Usher, who had 
been concealed in the adjoining room, 
came in and were handed the money 
by Magee. Usher marking the bills.

Against Charge of Not Adapting 
. Themselves to Canadian Needs 


“Owing to restrictions upon exports 
from the United Kingdom, and the dif- 
ficulties arising from shortage of raw 
materials, labor and tonnage (which 
tend to increase rather than diminish) 
British manufacturers and exporters 
find great difficulty in maintaining 
their connections with the Canadian 
market,” is the statement made in an 
interview with G. T. Milne, British 
Trade Commissioner in Canada and 
Newfoundland. “In most instances,” 
he continued, “they accept the posl- 
tion philosophically, hoping that when 
peace is restored they can resume 
their overseas trade, in the knowledge | 
that their reputation fer quality and 
fair dealing will ensure to them a sub- 


stantial! measure of support. Many of 
them, however, recognive, that the 
present difficulties times convey the 
needed leson that orders must be 


sought on the spot, and that the most 
effective method of securing them ts 
to make a aystematic, ordered study 
of the market in all its bearings, ascer- 
tain exactly what is wanted, whether 
in fashion goods or staples, and organ- 
ize effective Aistribution ‘ 

“The charge most frequently levelled 
at British manufacturers is that they 
are—or were—unwilling to make 
goods in accordance with the require- 
ments of a given market. In criticism 
of this kind, the German manufacturer 
is Invariably cited aa offering to sup- 

ly whatever is required. This charge 

as less to support it than is generally 
supposed, resting as it does on the as- 
sumption that standardized produc- 
tion is the rule in the United King- 
dom. The recent Investigations of the 
various committees of inquiry into 
British manufacturing methods, re- 
veal rather the absence of a standard- 
ized and mass production in many 
branches of industry; excessive iIndi- 
vidualism is shown to be the British 
national defect. British standardized 
products such as cloth, serge, and 
soap, turned out by large firme in im- 
menee quantities, give rise to few com- 
plaints in the world’s market. How 
then has the belief we are dealing with 
gained such vogue? The answer in to 
be found in the failure of many Brit- 
ish firms to bestow on the study of 
overseas markets the same degree of 
painstaking investigation as charac- 
terized the methods of thelr German 
competitors and in the complementary 
failure of the overseas, buyers to ex- 
plore with sufficient patience the field 
of British production. 

Non-Adaptability 

“The persistent belief in the non- | 
adaptability of British manufacturers,” | 
Mr. Milne continued, “is also due in! 
some degree to their being asked to re-| 
produce or provide a modification of | 
articles already standardized in other | 
countries where local conditions made | 
competition impossible for makers in| 
the United Kingdom. In many in- 
stances, the general conditions prevail- 
ing in British industries before the war 
placed the making of numbers of ar- | 
ticles In the United Kingdom outside 
the sphere of @ practical proposition.
